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INTRODUCTION 


This bulletin is planned to serve as a clearing house for coin 
dealers under a system giving each dealer access to the stock of all 
other subscribing dealers with definite profit to both. One dealer has 
the buyer and another has the coin or coins for sale, while prospective 
buyers can see the value trend of various coins and place orders with 
a subscribing dealer to purchase any coin described in this bulletin at 
price indicated. 


Dealers will note coins are listed with listing dealers shown by key 
numbers only. ‘The name and address of selling dealer is shown on 
a key card sent to subscribing dealers so buying dealers may know with 
whom they should correspond regarding coin or coins. This plan per- 
mits two dealers to negotiate with each other with no one else coming 
into the picture while no dealer reveals name or names of his customers 
to other dealer or dealers. No one has such information except the 
interested buying dealer acting for his unknown client. Therefore the 
business contacts of buying dealer is in no sense jeopardized by the 
system, but on the contrary each subscriber has his stock of coins pre- 
sented to many prospective buyers at relatively little cost, when such 
coins are listed and priced in this Bulletin. 


Coins selling freely in one section but lying dormant in another, 
can be put in touch with an active demand and be brought to the at- 
tention of prospective buyers in a positive way again and again. 


Dealers should study the Bulletin regularly and thus keep in touch 
with current prices as well as the available stocks held by other dealers. 
At the same time collectors are able to locate coins needed by them at 
proper prices. Collectors can also list their duplicate coins through a 
registered dealer by assuming cost of listing the coins and agreeing to 
pay the established brokerages incidental to resulting sales.

Reasonable offers will 
receive earnest consideration but no commissions will be paid on coins 
sold on bids or net offers unless commission specifically agreed upon 
between negotiating dealers. 


As already explained the Index key will be furnished registered 
dealers showing discounts applicable to quoted prices, when coin lists 
are received with remittance to cover cost of listing. 


Ten lines (6 words to line) $2.50 which includes 100 copies for 
private circulation with dealers name imprinted on back page, plus Index 
key and commission symbols) for direct correspondence with other deal- 
ers. Every ten line additional listing $2.00 per insertion, and 100 
additional copies. All extra copies over first 200—$1.00 per hundred.
